Thc,grealiMt nuin'crlcai drop was 
In Ihe 'À'ftlF* College^, where total 
regl/tration dropped 250 to 4.112. 
Hardest hit of the four coIIcrcs 
was Vlctorja, which dropped 170. 

On a proportional basis, Houte 
hold S{:ience took the biggest fall, 
with a, 50 per cent reduction— from 
20 to f 10 students.

Violence on Both Sides

the way of a Korean cease-fire, is the refusal

The LIbeVal bellves In Ihe future 
of Canada and of Canadians. But 
that future Is to be reached only 
through the united efforts of all 
of us.- regardless of racial origin, 
social cUs«. or rellgioui sb.ellef. 
The Lllieral Tarty drawi|jjniMfi^ 
from all provlnees of CanaoS^^m 
from all groups. .It ls'"naiî' ihe 
spokesman for any particular In 
terest, but its policies are aimed at 
the best interest nf everyone. 

The Liberal believes in unity, it 
Is true. But he does not )>elieve in 
monolithic unity, a unity which 
loses sight of the individuals which 
make up the whole. The Liberal 
believes in the freedom of the in 
dividual, and Liberal policies are 
designed to protect, sustain, and 
enlarge lhe_ freedom of 'the In 
dividual. Many of the valuable at 
tributes of life can be attained only 
through personal effort, not through 
state Intervention. The Literal re- 
jects the materialistic view that 
physical welfare, the raising ot 
economic standards. Is the only 
important aspect of life. He holds 
that the right lo express free opin 
Ion, to worship as one sees fit, to 
live one's life as one chooses sub 
Jecl to the reciprocal rights of 
others, is of incalculable value. No 
policy, no'matter how it may-other- 
wise commend itself, can be justl 
fled it it trespasses upon these 
rights.-
